Defense Counsel Edward J. 


Reilly asked the famous flier 
directly if he believed Haupt- 
mann was guilty. 


Lindbergh said: 
"Yes, I do." 
The flier's 
opinion followed 


earlier identification by him of 
Hauptmann's voite as that of the 
man who said, "Hey, Doctor," in 
a Bronx cemetery and collected 
$50,000 ransom for a baby already 
dead. 


Lindbergh's opinion that Haupt- 


mann kidnaped the child followed 
a legal argument over his right to 
express an opinion about the con- 
viction of John Hughes Curtis of 
Norfolk, Va., for obstruction of 
justice. 


Court Agrees. 


"The state contended that if 


Lindbergh gave his opinion of 
then, he must also be allowed to 
give his opinion of the present 
moment. The court agreed. 


Reilly asked, finally^ 
"Colonel; I will ask you, as sug- 


gested by the court, and I assume 
that your answer will be that the 
defendant, you believe now, is 
guilty of the kidnaping, is that 
correct?" 
"Shall I answer?'' Lindbergh 


asked the court. 


"Yes," said Justice Thomas W. 


Trenchard. 


"I do," said Lindbergh. 
Asked About Violet Sharpe. 
Reilly's voice at times boomed 


as he asked Lindbergh about his 
servants and about the servants of 
Mrs. Dwight W. Morrow in line 
with his previously announced in- 
tention to charge the kidnaping 
was plotted inside the Lindbergh 
home.

VP>—Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh 
today identified the voice of Bruno 
Richard Haptmann as that of the 
man who took ransom for his kid- 
naped child in a Bronx cemetery, 
and then was subjected to a cross 
examination that sought to place 
the plot within the 
Lindbergh 
home. 


Lindbergh, speaking a low firm 


voice, said he heard the man who 
took the vain ransom payment 
say, "Hey, Doctor." 


He told the court and jury: 
"That was Hauptmann's voice.' 
Earlier in the day defense coun- 


sel Edward J. Reilly had an- 
nounced the defense would show 
that Hauptmann "had nothing to 
do with the crime and that it was 
conceived in the Lindbergh home 
itself, but not by any member of 
the family." 


Further, that "the kidnaping! 


was planned and executed by a j 
gang of five persons, whose names ' 
naturally we cannot disclose at 
this time." 


Sharp Questions Asked. 


From the onset, after asking if 


Lindbergh was armed and receiv- 
ing an answer of "no," Reilly di- 
rected his cross-examination to- 
ward his announced line, asking 
sharp questions about the back- 
ground of the Lindbergh servants. 


The flier's direct identification 


of Hauptmann's voice brought a 
flush to the defendant's face. He 
sat rigid and swallowed. 


Reilly made the flier show with 


a pointer and the state's charts the 
layout of the nursery and -home, 
and wanted to know from 
him 


how the servants moved about the 
house. 


He was especially insistant up- 


on the probability that no persons 
outside of the Lindbergh home 
would know that the Lindberghs 
were forced to stay in Hopewell 
overtime on the fateful week-end 
in March. 1932. because the baby 
had a cold. Colonel Lindbergh had 
testified they had usually returned 
to Englewood on Sunday after- 
noon. The baby was taken 
on 


Tuesday night March 1, 1932. 


As to whether a person or a 


"gang"' on the outside would have 
knowledge as to his movements. 
Colonel Lindbergh said: 


"WelL that depends upon their

Ex-Minnesota Governor 


Claims Half Million 
Taken From Relief. 


The federal housing act is re- 


habilitating the building industry 
of America, and at the same time 
taking upwards of a half million 
men off the nation's relief rolls 
and placing them on payrolls, A. 
O. Eberhart of Evanston, HI., for- 
mer governor of Minnesota and 
representative of the FHA, de- 
clared in an address Friday noon 
at a Kiwanis club-chamber of 
commerce public affairs lunch- 
eon. The main dining room of 
the chamber was crowded for the 
meeting, at which Lloyd J. Marti, 
new president of Kiwanis, pre- 
sided. 
Declaring that the building in- 


dustry is the key to the return 
of prosperity, Mr. Eberhart pre- 
dicted that if the stimulus al- 
ready given to that industry by 
the FHA continues, fully one- 
third of the country's unemployed 
will be absorbed within 
five 


years. One fourth of all unem- 
ployed, he added, are connected 
with the building trades. 


Business For Business. 


The speaker said the FHA 


simply is putting business where 
it belongs, and this is being done 
with practically no cost to the 
taxpayer, aside from the small 
amount which probably will go 
for insurance on loans made by- 
banks to the owners of property 
who either build or repair their 
structures.

Hu&e Public ^Works Job-Making 


Plan Urged In Annual Message 


"American Plan for American People" Would 


Embrace Slum Clearance, Rural Housing, Elec- 
trification and Highway Construction and 
Improvemenl^Program to Be "Within Sound 
Credit of Government." 


WASHINGTON. <JP>. The text of 


President Roosevelt's message to 
congress Friday follows: 


"Mr. 
President, Mr. Speaker, 


members of the senate and of the 
house of representatives: 


"The constitution wisely provides 


that the chief executive shall re- 
port to the congress on the state 
of the union, for thru you, the 
chosen legislative representatives, 
our citizens everywhere may fairly 
judge the progress of our govern- 
ing."I am confident that today, in 
the light of the events of the past 
two years, you do not consider it 
merely a trite phrase when I tell 
you that I am truly glad to greet 
you and that I look forward to 
common counsel, to useful co-oper- 
ation, and to genuine friendships 
between us. 
"We have undertaken a new 


order of things: yet we progress 
toward it u n d e r the framework 
and in the spirit and intent of the 
American constitution. We have 
proceeded thruout the nation a 
measurable distance on the road 
toward this new order. 


"Materially, I can report to you 


substantial benefits to our agricul- 
tural population, increased indus- 
trial activity, and profits to our 
merchants. 
Of equal moment, 


there is evident a restoration of 
that spirit of confidence and faith 
which marks the American char- 
acter. Let him who, for specula- 
tive profit or partisan purpose, 
without just warrant would seek 
to disturb or dispel this assurance, 
take heed before he assumes re- 
sponsibility for any act which 
slows our onward steps. 
"Thruout the world change Is 


the order of the day. In every 
nation economic problems, long in 
the making have brought crises of 
many kinds for which the masters 
of old practice and theory were 
unprepared. In most nations social 
justice, no longer a distant ideal, 
has become a definite goal, and 
ancient governments are beginning 
to heed the call. 


Not Alone for Change. 


"Thus the American people do 


not stand alone in the world in 
their desire for change. We seek 
it thru tested liberal traditions, 
thru processes which retain all of 
the deep essentials of that repub- 
lican form of representative gov- 
ernment first given to a troubled 
world by the United States. 


'-'As the various parts in the pro- 


gram begun in the extraordinary 
session of the seventy-third con- 
gress shape themselves in practi- 
cal administration, the unity of our 
program reveals itself to the na- 
tion. The outlines of the new eco- 
nomic order, rising from the dis- 
integration of the old, are appar- 
ent We test what we have done 
as our measures take root in the 
living texture of life. We see 
•where we have built wisely and 
where we can do still better. 


"The attempt to make a distinc- 


tion between recovery and reform 
is a narrowly conceived effort to 
substitute the appearance of real- 
ity for reality itself. When a man 
is convalescing from illness wis- 
dom dictates not only cure of the 
symptoms but also removal of 
their cause. 
"It is important to recognize 
that while we seek to outlaw spe- 
cific abuses, the American objec- 
tive of today has an infinitely 
deeper, finer and more lasting pur- 
pose than mere repression. Think- 
ing people in almost every country 
of the world have come to realize 
certain fundamental 
difficulties 


•with 
which 
civilization 
must 


reckon. Rapid changes—the ma- 
chine age, the advent of universal 
and rapid 
communication 
and 


many other new factors 
have 


brought new problems. Succeeding 


generations have attempted to 
keep pace by reforming m piece- 
meal fashion this or that attend- 
ant abuse. As a result, evils over- 
lap and reform becomes confused 
and frustrated. We lose sight, 
from time to time, of our ultimate 
human objectives. 


Suffer Old Inequalities. 


"Let us, for a moment, strip 


from our simple purpose the con- 
fusion that results from a multi- 
plicity of detail and from millions 
of written and spoken words. 


"We find our population suffer- 


ing 
from 
old inequalities, little 


changed by past sporadic reme- 
dies. In spite of our efforts and 
in spite of our talk, we have not 
weeded out the over-privileged and 
we have not effectively lifted up 
the under-privileged. Both of_ these 
manifestations of injustice have 
retarded happiness. No wise man 
has any intention of destroying 
what is known as the profit mo- 
tive: Because by the profit motive 
we mean the right by work to 
earn a decent livelihood for our- 
selves and for our families. 


"We have, however, a clear 


mandate from the people, that 
Americans must forswear 
that 


conception of the acquisition of 
wealth which, thru excessive prof- 
its, creates undue private power 
over private affairs and, to our 
misfortune, over public affairs as 
well. In building toward this end 
we do not destroy ambition nor do 
we seek to divide our wealth into 
equal shares on stated occasions. 
We continue to recognize the 
greater ability of some to earn 
more than others. But we do as- 
sert that the ambition of the in- 
dividual to obtain for him and his 
a proper security, a reasonable 
leisure, and a decent living thru- 
out life, is an ambition to be pre- 
ferred to the appetite for great 
wealth and great power. 


Places Security First. 


"I recall to your attention my 
message to the congress last June 
in which I said—'Among our ob- 
jectives I place the security of the 
men, 
women and children of the 


nation first.' That remains our 
first and continuing task; and in 
a very real sense every major leg- 
islative enactment of this congress 
should be a. component part of it. 


"In defining immediate factors 


which enter into our quest, I have 
spoken to the congress and the 
people of three great divisions: 


"1. The security of livelihood 


thru the better use of the national 
resources of the land in which we 
live."2. The security against the 
major hazards and vicissitudes of 
life."3. The security of decent homes. 


"I am now ready to submit to 


the congress a broad program de- 
signed ultimately to establish all 
three of these factors of security— 
a program which because of many 
lost years will take many future 
years to fulfill. 
"A study of our national re- 


sources, more comprehensive than 
any previously made, shows the 
vast amount of necessary and 
practicable work which needs to be 
done for the development and 
preservation of our natural wealth 
for the enjoyment and advantage 
of our people in generations to 
come. The sound use of land and 
water is far more comprehensive 
than the mere planting of trees, 
building of dams, distributing of 
electricity or retirement of sub- 
marginal land. It recognizes that 
stranded populations, either in the 
country or the city, cannot have 
security under the conditions that 
now surround them. 


Ready to Meet Problem. 


"To this end we are ready to 


begin to meet this problem—the 
intelligent 
care 
of 
population 


thruout our nation, in accordance 


with an intelligent distribution of 
the means of livelihood for that 
population. A definite program for 
putting people to work, of which 
I shall speak in a moment, is a 
component part of this greater 
program of security of livelihood 
thru the better use of our national 
resources. 


"Closely related to the broad 


problem of livelihood is that of se- 
curity against the major hazards 
of life. Here also a comprehensive 
survey of what has been attempted 
or accomplished in many nations 
and in many states proves to me 
that the time has come for action 
by the national government. I shall 
send to you, in a few days, defi- 
nite recommendations based on 
these studies. These recommenda- 
tions will cover the broad subjects 
of unemployment insurance and 
old age insurance, of benefits for 
children, for mothers, for 
the 


handicapped, for maternity care 
and for other aspects of depend- 
ency and illness where a beginning 
can now be made. 


"The third factor—better homes 


for our people—has also been the 
subject of 
experimentation and 


study. Here, too, the first prac- 
tical steps can be made thru the 
proposals which I shall suggest in 
relation to giving work to the un- 
employed. 


"Whatever we plan and what- 


ever we do should be in the light 
of these three clear objectives of 
security. We cannot afford to lose 
valuable time in haphazard public 
policies which can not find a place 
in the broad outlines of these ma- 
jor purposes. 


Issue of Finding Work. 


"In that spirit I come to an im- 


mediate issue made for us by hard 
and inescapable 
circumstance— 


the task of putting people to work. 
In the spring of 1933 the issue of 
destitution seemed to stand apart; 
today, in the light of our ex- 
perience and our new national 
policy, we find we can put people 
to work in way which conform to, 
initiate and carry forward the 
board principles of that policy. 


"The first objectives of emer- 


gency legislation of 1933 were, to 
relieve destitution, to make it pos- 
sible for industry to operate in a 
more rational and orderly fashion, 
and to put behind industrial re- 
covery the impulse of large <*x- 
penditures in government under- 
takings. The purpose of the na- 
tional industrial recovery act to 
provide work for more people suc- 
ceeded in a substantial manner 
within the first few months of its 
life, and the act has continued to 
maintain employment gains and 
greatly improved working condi- 
tions in industry. 


"The program of public works 


provided for in the recovery act 
launched the federal government 
into a task for which there was 
little time to make preparation 
and little American experience to 
follow. Great employment 
has 


been given and is being given by 
these works. 


"More than two billions of dol- 
lars have also been expended in 
direct relief to the destitute. Local 
agencies of necessity determined 
the recipients of this form of re- 
lief. With inevitable 
exceptions 


the funds were spent by them with 
reasonable efficiency and as a re- 
sult actual want of food and 
clothing in the great majority of 
cases has been overcome. 
"But the stark fact before us 


is that great numbers still remain 
unemployed. 


Government Must Quit Relief. 
"A large proportion of these un- 


employed and their dependents 
have been forced on the relief 
rolls. The burden on the federal 
government has grown with great 
rapidity. We have here a human 
as well as an economic problem. 
When humane considerations are 
concerned, Americans give them 
precedence. The lessons of history, 
confirmed by the evidence im- 
mediately before me show con- 
clusively that continued depend- 
ence upon relief induces a spiritual 
and moral disintegration 
funda- 


mentally destructive to the na- 
tional fiber. To dole out relief in 
this way is to administer a nar- 


cotic, a subtle destroyer of the hu- 
man spirit. It is inimical to the 
dictates of sound policy. It is in 
violation of the tradltons of Amer- 
ica. 
Work must be found for able- 


bodied but destitute workers. 


"The 
federal government must 


and shall quit this business of re- 
lief. 


"I am not willing that the vital- 


ity of our people be further sapped 
by the giving of cash, of market 
baskets, of a few hours of weekly 
work cutting grass, raking leave? 
or picking up papers in the public 
parks. We must preserve not only 
the bodies of the unemployed from 
destitution but also their self re- 
spect, their self reliance and cour- 
age and determination. This de- 
cision brings me to the problem 
of what the government should do 
with approximately 5 million un- 
employed now on the relief rolls. 


"About one million and a half 


of these belong to the group which 
in the past was dependent upon 
local welfare efforts. Most of them 
are unable for one reason or an- 
other'to maintain themselves Inde- 
pendently—for the most part, thru 
no fault of their own. Such people, 
in the days before the great de- 
pression, were cared for by local 
efforts—by state, by counties, by 
towns, by cities, by churches and 
by private welfare agencies. 


To Help Local Agencies. 


"It is my thought that in the 


future they must be cared for as 
they were before. I stand ready 
thru my own personal efforts, and 
thru the public influence of the of- 
fice that I hold, to help these local 
agencies to get the means neces- 
sary to assume this burden. 
"The security legislation which I 


shall propose to the congress will, 
I am confident, be of assistance 
to local effort in the care of this 
type of cases. Local responsibility 
can and will be resumed, for, after 
all, common sense tells us that the 
wealth necessary for this task ex- 
isted and still exists in the local 
community, and the dictates of 
sound administration require that 
this responsibility be in the first 
instance a local one. 


"There are however an addi- 
tional 3% million employable peo- 
ple who are on relief. With them 
the problem is different and the 
responsibility 
is different. This 


group was the victim of a nation- 
wide depression caused by condi- 
tions which were not local but na- 
tional. The federal government is 
the 
only governmental 
agency 


with sufficient power and credit to 
meet this situation. We have as- 
sumed this task and we shall not 
shrink from it in the future. It is 
a duty dictated by every intelli- 
gent consideration of national pol- 
icy to ask you to make it possible 
for the United States to give em- 
ployment to all of these 3% mil- 
lion employable people now on re- 
lief, pending their absorption in a 
rising tide of private employment. 
"It is my thought that with the 


exception of certain of the normal 
public building operations of the 
government, all emergency public 
works shall be united in a single 
new and greatly enlarged plan. 
"With the establishment of this 


new system we can supersede the 
federal emergency relief adminis- 
tration with a co-ordinated au- 
thority which will be charged with 
the orderly liquidation of our pres- 
ent relief activities and the substi- 
tution of a national chart for the 
giving of work. 


Should Do Useful Work. 


"This new program of emer- 


gency public employment should 
be governed by a number of prac- 
tical principles. 


"(1) 
All 
work 
undertaken 


should be useful—not just for a 
day, or a year, but useful in the 
sense that it affords permanent 
improvement in living conditions 
or that it creates future new 
wealth for the nation. 


"(2) 
Compensation on 
emer- 


gency public projects should be in 
the form of security payments 
which should be larger than the 
amount now received as a relief 
dole, but at the same time not so 
large as to encourage the rejection 
of opportunities 
for private em- 


ployment or the leaving of private 
employment to engage in govern- 
ment work. 


"(3) Projects should be under- 


taken on which a large percentage 
of direct labor can be used. 


"(4) Preference should be given 


to those projects which will be 
self-liquidating in the sense that 
there is a reasonable expectation 
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O. ROOSEVELT 
that the government will get its 
money back at some future time. 


"(5) 
The projects undertaken 


should be selected and planned so 
as to compete as little as possible 
with private 
enterprises. This 


suggests that if it were not for the 
necessity of giving useful work to 
the 
unemployed now on relief, 


these projects in most instances 
would not now be undertaken. 


"(6) 
The planning of projects 


would seek to assure work during 
the coming fiscal year to the indi- 
viduals now on relief, or until such 
time as private employment is 
available. In order to make ad- 
justment to increasing private em- 
ployment, work should be planned 
with a view to tapering it off in 
proportion to the speed with which 
the emergency workers are of- 
fered positions with private em- 
ployers. 


Should Serve Greatest Needs. 


"(7) 
Effort should be made to 


locate projects where they will 
serve the greatest unemployment 
needs as shown by present relief 
rolls, and the broad program of 
the national 
resources 
board 


should be freely used for guidance 
in selection. Our ultimate objec- 
tive being the enrichment of hu- 
man lives, the government has the 
primary duty to use its emergency 
expenditures as much as possible 
to serve those who cannot secure 
the advantages of private capital. 
"Ever since the adjournment of 


the seventy-third congress, the ad- 
ministration has 
been studying 


from every angle the possibility 
and the practicability of new forms 
of 
employment. As a result of 
these studies I have arrived at 
certain very definite convictions as 
to the amount of money that will 
be necessary for the sort of public 
projects that I have described. I 
shall submit these figures in my 
budget message. I assure you now 
they will be within the sound 
credit of the government. 


"This work will cover a wide 


field including clearance of slums, 
which for adequate reasons cannot 
be undertaken by private capital; 
in rural housing of several kinds, 
where, again, private capital is un- 
able to function; in rural electrifi- 
cation; in the reforestation of the 
great watersheds of the nation; in 
an intensified program to prevent 
soil erosion and to reclaim blighted 
areas; in improving existing road 
systems and in constructing na- 
tional highways designed to handle 
modern traffic; in the elimination 
of grade crossings; in the exten- 
sion and enlargement of the suc- 
cessful work of the civilian con- 
servation corps; in non-federal 
work, mostly self-linquidating and 
highly useful to local divisions of 
government, 
and on many others 


which the nation needs and cannot 
afford to neglect. 


"This is the method which I 


propose to you in order that we 
may better meet this present day 
problem of unemployment. 
Its 
greatest advantage is that it fits 
logically and usefully into the long 
range permanent policy of provid- 
ing the three types of security 
which constitute as a whole an 
American plan for the American 
people. 
"I shall consult with you from 


time to time concerning other 
measures of national importance. 
Among the subjects that lie imme- 
diately before us are the consolida- 
tion of federal regulatory adminis- 
tration over all forms of transpor- 
tation, the renewal and clarifica- 
tion of the general purposes of the 
national industrial 
recovery act. 


the strengthening of our facilities 
for the prevention, detection and 
treatment of crime and criminals, 
the restoration of sound conditions 
in the public utilities field thru 
abolition of the evil features of 
holding companies, the gradual 
tapering off of the 
emergency 


credit activities of government, 
and improvement in our taxation 
forms and methods. 


Feel Bracing Effect 


"We have already begun to feel 
the bracing effect upon our eco- 
nomic system of a restored agri- 
culture. The hundreds of millions 
of additional income that fanners 
are receiving is finding its way 
into the channels of trade. The 
fanners' share of the national in- 
come is slowly rising. The eco- 
nomic facts justify the widespread 
opinion of those engaged in agri- 
culture that our provision for 
maintaining a balanced production 
gave at this time the most ade- 
quate remedy for an old and vex- 


I ing- problem. For the present and 
'especially in view of abnormal 
world conditions, -agricultural ad- 
justment with certain necessary 
improvements in methods should 
continue. 


•"It seems appropriate lo call at- 
tention at this time to the 
fine 
spirit shown during the past year 
by pur public servants. I can not 
praise too highly the cheerful 
work of the civil service employes, 
and of those temporarily working 
for the government. As for tiose 
thousands in our various public 
agencies spread thru out the coun- 
try who, without compensation. 


J agreed to take over heavy respon- 
' sibilaUes in connection with our va- 
rious loan agencies and particular- 
ly In duect relief work, I can not 
say too much. I do not think any 
country could show a higher aver- 
age of cheerful and even enUiusi- 
, astic teajn-.»ork than has bc«n 


by thwe Ji>en and women. 


I cannot with candor tell you 


that general international relation- 
ships outside our borders are im- 
proved. On the surface of things 
many old Jealousies are resur- 
rected, old passions aroused; new 
strivings for armament and power, 
in more than one land, rear their 
ugly heads. I hope that calm coun- 
sel and constructive leadership will 
provide the steadying influence 
and the time necessary for tho 
coming of new and more practical 
forms of representative govern- 
ment thruout the world wherein 
privilege will occupy a lesser place 
and welfare a greater. 


Interested In Peace. 


"I believe, however, that our 


own peaceful and neighborly at- 
titude toward other nations is 
coming to be understood and ap- 
preciated. 
The maintenance of 


International peace is a matter in 
which we are deeply and un- 
selfishly concerned. Evidence of 
our persistent and undeniable de- 
sire to prevent armed conflict has 
recently been more than once af- 
forded. 


"There is no ground for appre- 


hension that our relations with 
any nation will be otherwise than 
peaceful. Nor is there ground for 
doubt that the people of most na- 
tions seek relief from the threat 
and burden attaching to the false 
theory that extravagant 
arma- 


ment can not be reduced and 
limited by international accord. 


"The ledger of the past year 


shows any more gains 
than 


losses. Let us not forget that, in 
addition to saving millions from 
utter destitution, child labor has 
been for the moment outlawed, 
thousands of homes saved 
to 


their owners and most important 
of all, the morale of the nation 
has been restored. Viewing the 
year 1934 as a whole, you and I 
can agree that we have a generous 
measure of reasons for giving 
thanks. 


"It is not empty optimism that 


moves me to a strong hope in the 
coming year. We can, if we will, 
make 1935 a genuine period of 
good feeling, sustained by a sense 
of purposeful progress. Beyond 
the material recovery, I sense a 
spiritual recovery as well. The 
people of America are turning as 
never before to those permanent 
values that are not limited to the 
physical objectives of life. There 
are growing signs of this on every 
hand.

TREASURER HALL

Still Has No Bond But 


Will Continue In 


His Post. 


Nebraska's, finances are now 


being handled by a "de facto" 
state treasurer, with no surety 
bond to cover his official acts, 
but for all practical purposes the 
business of the treasury is being 
carried on exactly as heretofore,'" 
notwithstanding the legal mix-up 
which has come about because of 
Treasurer George E. Hall's in- 
ability to arrange with bonding 
companies for a new surety in- 
strument. 


Attorney General William H. 


Wright had nothing to add Fri- 
day morning to the written opin- 
ion given by his outgoing pre- 
decessor, Paul F. Good, on Thurs- 
day to the effect that the office 
of treasurer would automatically 
become vacant at midnight. 


Governor Cochran was likewise 


noncommittal on the subject. He 
had not had time since his in- 
auguration to give more than 
casual attention to the complica- 
tions arising from the lack of a 
new bond covering the state 
t r e a s u r e r ' s transactions and 
handling of over $5,000,000 in 
cash and about $14,000,000 of in- 
vested securities. 


"We are going right ahead as 


usual in this office," Hall told 
newspaper men. "Unless some- 
body should stop me with a court 
order of some kind, there will be 
no interruption in the regular 
course of business. It is true that 
I have no bond, but I am never- 
theless the elected state treasurer 
of Nebraska and my status is 
just as legal as that of any treas- 
urer who served since 1899. Not 
one of them, including myself, 
ever gave a bond sufficient to 
cover the whole liability of the 
office, for the very good reason 
that the legislature never ap- 
propriated enough money to pay 
the premium on such a bond. 


"Having no bond at all differs 


only in degree, and not in kind, 
from giving an inadequate bond. 
The situation is an absurd one, 
and I hope the legislature will 
act speedily to change it."

A record corn crop in Nebraska 


for 1935 is predicted by William 
B. Mears, director of Mears Re- 
search of St. Paul, Minn., who 
was in Lincoln Thursday and Fri- 
day conferring with 
university 


and statehouse agricultural offi- 
cials and with Dr. F. A. Blair, di- 
rector of the Nebraska weather 
bureau. The winter wheat crop, 
he predicts, will be poor as will 
the hay crop but spring grains 
will show a high yield. Mears has 
statistics for rainfall and crop pro- 
duction in Minnesota, Nebraska, 
Iowa, and thirteen other states 
and for the United States as a 
whole for the past 50 years. He 
said unusually poor crops have 
occurred, in years ending in '4 
every twenty years—1874, 1894, 
1913 and 1914; and 1934.

Governor Cochran's 


Message 


T 


HIS comment came from a battle-scarred sena- 


tor of republican faith in discussing Governor 


Cochran's message to the legislature: 


"It was one of the sanest and most rational ad- 


dresses I have heard delivered within the state, 
and I have heard most of them in recent years." 


This high praise from an unexpected quarter re- 


flects beyond question the state's attitude toward 
the new chief executive's first 
official utterance. 


The message was noteworthy for its moderation, 
its commonsense, its clear willingness to meet is- 
sues which easily might have provided a tempta- 
tion lor shiftiness, and finally, for its ringing dec- 
laration that the majority party, of which the gov- 
ernor Is the titular head, would construe the party 
platform as a pledge of faith with the people who 
retained it in power. 


Throughout the message was reaffirmation of 


the sound political principles that government in 
order to earn confidence and to justify faith must 
be responsive to the needs and requirements of 
people, the governed. That is a note which needs 
be sounded. The difficulties which beset the state 
are varied and are filled with complexities. There 
was the clearly expressed mandate for legalizing 
the sale of liquor in Nebraska as a result of the 
November referendum. There was the command 
to modernize legislative methods through tne in- 
novation of a one branch body, replacing the pres- 
ent system of two houses. There are the perplex- 
ing problems relating to taxation, to relief, to po- 
licing, and to a myriad of others. On all of these 
subjects, the governor faced facts squarely 
and 


candidly, with a notable disdain for the so-called 
politic methods. And that is both reassuring and 
gratifying. It is gratifying because it meets the re- 
quirements of this particular period. The need is 
-for honest leadership, which will stand foursquare 
--with the pledges made, and with fitting devotion 
''"seek to the utmost of ability to give those promises 
"meaning, significance, and life in the practical pro- 
"gram of government.

ROBABLY the one subject of widest interest re- 


lated to the proposal lor the legalization of the 


sale of liquor. Definitely the governor committed 
himself to a program opposing establishment of 


„ state-owned and 
of state-operated stores. With 


admirable analysis, he placed his finger upon the 
one factor which more than any other caused this 
state, a commonwealth which in advance of na- 
tional prohibition adopted a constitutional amend- 
ment of its own, to vote by overwhelming majority 
to repeal that amendment. This is a war against 
the bootlegger, the enemy of society and of law. To 
combat him, the governor insists that liquor shall 
be made available, and at such prices as to make 
it unprofitable for the bootlegger to continue his 
operations. Before formulating his recommenda- 
tions, Governor Cochran had fortified himself with 
the conclusions arrived at by Attorney General 
"Wright after painstaking investigation of the con- 
ditions prevailing in seven nearby states, where li- 
quor has been legalized. The recommendations re- 
veal an earnest desire to meet the expressed will 
of the voters, and at the same time, to recognize 
the inherent difficulties of liquor control. 


On the subject of taxation. Governor Cochran 


stands on sound ground. His party, and for that 
matter, the republican party as well, gave a sol- 
emn pledge against the enactment of any new type 
of taxation and for frugal government within the 
bounds of reason and sound business. 
The gov- 


ernor directed attention to that platform plank, 
and indicated unmistakably that he regarded it as 
a matter of political integrity that its express spirit 
should be fulfilled in every particular. There was 
no disposition on his part to toss the pledge aside 
as so much persiflage. 


For the purpose of expediting the legislation re- 


lating to legalizing liquor and to establishing a one 
house legislature. Governor Cochran suggested to 
the legislature it could lighten its burdens by cre- 
ating joint committees to study and to handle the 
measures to be prepared on these subjects. In this. 
he has the sound foundation of precedent behind 
him. 
In the session of 1907. when Nebraska adopt- 


ed a two cent passenger fare and a law regulating 
freight rales, and again in the session of 1911. when 
the bank guarantee law was passed, such procedure 
was followed. It is a help to smoothing over the 
natural differences on matters so prolific of con- 
troversial opinion and so subject to individual con- 
victions.

* SIDE from the specific subjects 
treated, the 


^^ new governor's message was appealing because 
it breathes the spirit and reflects the atmosphere of 
Nebraska life. In it is expressed a splendid sense 
of devotion to public duty, a belief in the capacity 
and ability of the people to lift themselves out of 
this depression, a full appreciation of the sacri- 
fices which have been made, and finally a hope- 
ful view of the long-range struggle on the plains, 


In recognizing the steps essential in the slate's 


basic industry, the governor gives voice 1o a boy- 
hood spent on the farm. He shows a 
familiarity 


wiih 1hc condi1io7« which confront "he large mass 
of population to such an extent that it is reason- 
able IT anticipate that in the monlhs lo come he 
I* ill mil ?uch experience to good advantage. 


And it is a wise leadership which he expresses. 


's.hich his associates in the legislature in the joint 
responsibility falling 
upon him and vpon them, 


will do well to heed and to follow. For in his mes- 
sage, Governor Cochran stood revealed as the type 
of man he has been throughout his public career— 
courageous, thoughtful, 
considerate, sympathetic 


in his impulses, desirous of performing a job to the 
best of his capabilities. That is the type of lead- 
ership which the people of Nebraska desire.

Bindweed.

RESOLUTION introduced by Rep. Henry Bock 
of Butler county strikes directly at the heart 


of a real menace to Nebraska. It calls upon the 
national government, through the department of 
agriculture's activities, to assist in the eradication 
of bindweed in this state. 


Conditions relating to it have become desperate. 


In sections of York, Hamilton, Clay, and Adams 
counties, bindweed has got away to a flying start 
and it is a pernicious nuisance, which takes heavy 
toll of the soil. Its root system reaches down to 
the depth of 10 and 12 feet, so that the 
ordinary 


methods of ridding fields of it are of little avail. 


The Bock resolution deserves richly to receive 


the approval of the Nebraska legislature and fur- 
ther than that, the attention of the authorities at 
Washington. It is not in the character of an emer- 
gency request, such as has characterized many of 
the communications addressed to Washington. For 
years, the department has been waging fights in 
different sections of the country against such de- 
structive forces as the barberry, as rust, and other 
plant enemies which cause great loss of crops. 


Water Works Needed.

IRE destroyed the group of school buildings at 


Inman, in Holt county Wednesday night, and 


as a strong wind was blowing at the time of the 
conflagration, the people of the town were in con- 
stant fear that flying embers would fall on their 
roofs and start other fires. In fact a barn was 
consumed in this manner. The story would not be 
complete without the statement 
that Inman is 


without a water system, and although the local 
firemen were assisted by those from two other 
towns, the flames could not be stayed. 


It would take very few fires such as that which 


robbed Inman of its schooling facilities to provide 
it with a water system adequate to its needs, and 
the wonder is that in the circumstances so many 
towns continue to go without the fire 
protection 


and all of the conveniences which go with water 
works plants. 


Nothing will pay for itself more quickly than a 


water plant, the dividends beginning immediately 
in the form of reduced insurance rates. Along 
with this is assurance and feeling of security that 
residents have, knowing that the fire hazard has 
been reduced to the minimum. 


I 
Some Nebraska towns have taken advantage of 


the PWA to acquire water (systems or to extend 
those they already had. There are many others 
which should have done so, but failed to make the 
move. It may not yet be too late, but in case no 
further NRA funds are available for such projects, 
bonds may be floated without difficulty and at low 
interest rates. 


Such projects undertaken at this time are doubly 


beneficial, for they not only provide the protection 
and conveniences desired, but they contribute to 
the alleviation of the unemployment situation. 
A 


very great proportion of the cost goes for local 
hand labor, thus providing wages for those who 
might otherwise be on the public relief rolls.

NOBEL PRIZE GIVEN 


THREE AMERICAN DOCTORS 
My nephew, aged 7, said the 


other day, "I have an idea." His 
brother, aged 14, looked at him 
and remarked, 
"B e g i n n er's 
luck." 


A great many 


people possibly 
feel that t h i s 
applies to those 
who make im- 
portant discov- 
eries in medical 
science. But if 
the Nobel prize 
w i n n e r s in 
m e d i cine can 
serve as an ex- 
ample, the ex- 
act opposite is 
Dr- Clendeninr 


the case. Their accomplishments 
were possible only because they 


p had served a long apprenticeship 
in medical research work, and 
were prepared to make the dis- 
coveries which they did make. 


The Nobel prize in medicine in 


1934 was awarded on December 10 
to Dr. G. H. Whipple of Rochester, 
New York; Dr. George Minot and 
Dr. William Murphy of Boston. 
The work for which the award 
was made was the discovery and 
the experimental proof that the 
eating of liver will, lor all prac- 
tical purposes, cure pernicious 
anemia, a disease which until nine 


, years ago was universally consid- 
ered to be fatal. 


Dr. Whipple's contribution to 


the discovery was a long series of 
experimental s t u d i e s w h i c h 
showed that blood could be regen- 
erated in an animal body which 
has been subjected to almost fatal 
experimental hemorrhage. 


This work was well known to 


many men, but it remained for 
Doctors Minot and Murphy to take 
up the implications, and to prove 
that liver would do this in the 
spontaneous anemia of human be- 
ings, to which the name "per- 
nicious anemia" has generally 
been given. Their minds were pre- 
pared for the acceptance of this 
idea because for years before 1925 
they had been doing intensive stu- 
dies on blood diseases. I have in 
my files a long series of articles 
with their names on the title page, 
which 
indicate 
the 
enormous 


amount of preparation which they 
put into their life work. 


"Truth," said Pasteur, "comes 


only to the prepared mind." While 
it is true that in the past many 
discoveries in medicine have been 
made by those who have not been 
trained in scientific methods, such 
discoveries are more and more 
fated to be things of the past. The 
whole medical profession in Amer- 
ica greets the Nobel award this 
year with satisfaction and sincere 
approval. We are justly proud of 
the three splendid men who have 
brought honor upon us.

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 3. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: A few years since any one 
who spoke or wrote of the neces- 
sity for a redistribution of wealth 
in 
America 
was 
more 
than 


frowned upon—he was more than 
a bad actor—he was a bolshevik, 
or an anarchist, or a communist— 
ought to be stood up against a 
wall. 


At present not only does the 


president stress the necessity for 
a better distribution of wealth, 
but he is sustained by a great 
majority of economists and many 
congressmen. 


In an homeopathic way the 


idea of redistribution is now being 
experimented with by the gov- 
ernment, but with negligible re- 
sults. Latest income tax figures 
indicate an increase in the num- 
ber having great income and a 
decrease in the income of the 
masses. 


After five years of depression 


and strenuous effort of the gov- 
ernment, through abnormal ex- 
penditures of borrowed money, 
we must by now appreciate that 
little more has been achieved than 
ability to "hold the line."' Homes 
and farms have been temporar- 
ily saved to many of our people, 
yet impossible interest charges 
and tax levies make in a cumu- 
lative way a more serious day 
of final reckoning, a day for 
for which no provision appears to 
be planned. 


To salvage our capitalistic sys- 


tem (of rugged individualism?) a 
few, 
as yet unused, mechanics 


may be used. Income taxes may 
be increased to the British level, 
or beyond. The billions of equity 
in life insurance now untaxed 
might and should, be placed on 
assessment rolls. Assessment of 
corporations and utilities should 
be made actual as to values and 
not farcial, as most of them are 
now scheduled for assessment In- 
heritance 
taxes may be very 


radically increased. 


Many statesmen and economists 


appreciate quite fully that con- 
gress has unlimited power to lax. 
and that "the power to lax is the 
power to destroy." Russia 
de- 


stroyed capitalism by using this 
power. 


We do not appreciate that so 


far 35 the United States may be 
concerned, capitalism should be 
destroyed—at least not yet How- 
ever, the 
burden of interest- 


bearing debt cries for relief. It is 
asserted that the combined debt 
of the country is approximately 
identical with the combined worth 
or wealth of the United States. 
Such a situation, unless mechanics 
may be put into action to relieve

"I did." 
'•And during those hours you 


searched the waters in that vicin- 
ity for the boat that you hoped 
had your son in it?"

Wilentz prompt- 
ed. 


"It was," Lindbergh replied 


simply. 


"You returned then where?" 
"I believe we returned to a 


field, a landing field near Hernp- 
stead, Long Island, called the Avi- 
ation Country club." 


"Did you make another effort 


in a plane to locate the boat that 
was supposed to be the one that 
you were looking for?" 
"I did later." 
"When? the same day?" 
"No, it was a day or two after- 


ward." 


"I see, and who went up with 


you that time?" 


"At the moment, I don't recall 


who was in that plane." 


In Air Several Hours. 


He piloted again, he said, and 


was up in the air for several hours. 


"And again that search was in 


vain?" 


"Yes." 
Then he landed at Teterboro 


airport in New Jersey, he said, and 
drove to his home in Hopewell— 
"That was in April, during the

Remained Over Monday. 


Colonel Lindbergh said his fam- 


ily usually spent only the week- 
ends at Hopewell, but decided to 
remain over Monday the time the 
baby was taken because the baby 
had a cold. 


"Now, how many people knew 


the baby had a cold and that the 
jbaby was going to stay in your 
house on Monday?" Reilly asked. 


"I doubt that anybody knew 


that on Monday," Lindbergh an- 
swered, "because as I recall there 
was some question as to whether 
my wile might not come to En- 
glewood on Monday. I don't be- 
lieve that we knew that ourselves 
Monday 
morning, as I 
recall 


now." 


"So that if the family followed 


their usual course that Monday," 
Reilly pressed, "they would have 
returned to Englewood?'' 


"Well, if you say usual course— 


we had 
only been there—the 


house was newly built and we 
had been there only a few week- 
ends so there was no established 
precedent as to what our move- 
ments were." 


"But your movements were in 


the knowledge of your butler and 
your butler's wife and your nurse- 
maid; is that correct?" 


"Not completely, no. Miss Gow 


was in Englewood that Monday 
and she did not know until my 
wife called her, I think. That is 
something I can't testify to, what 
date my wife called her. I under- 
stand she didn't know what we 
were going to do until she was 
called." 


"How 
did you communicate 


with your wife that you would 
not be home Monday night?" 


"I believe that I called her that 


evening by phone." 


"Did you talk to the butler?" 
"He might have answered the 


phone, I don't remember that." 


"But he would know that you 


were not coming home Monday 
night after you finished talking to 
your wife, wouldn't he?" 


"He probably would, I can't say 


definitely, but I think probably." 


Questioned About Dog. 


"Very few people would know 


that you were going back to New 
York again on Tuesday, would 
they Colonel?" 


"Very few people know what 
I do." 


"Yes, so that a person in the 


outside world or a gang on the 
outside world on Tuesday, March 
the first, would not have knowl- 
edge as to where you were?" 


"Well, that depends upon their

Reilly went into minute detail.

the latter part of that answer be 
stricken out. I think it is for the 
jury to say. We are all dog lovers 
and know dogs and know what 
clogs will do." 


Justice Trenchard ruled Reilly 


•'technically" right 


"How clo.se was the wash room 


to the baby's nursery?" the cross- 
examiner continued. 


"It was adjoining the nursery 


through a short hall." 


"Did you see Betty Gow on 


that floor at that time (dinner 
time?") 


"Not as I recap." 
The colonel said he heard no 


suspicious noise from the nurs- 
ery. 


He acknowledged that it would

Wilentz Interrupts.

one could have taken the baby 
out the front door of the home. 


"If there was disloyalty in your 


home, would it be possible for a 
person acquainted with the home 
to take the baby out of its crib 
and descend the servants' stair- 
case and hand it to someone in 
the garage yard while you were 
dining?"' 


"Well, again, answering 
the 


question directly, it would have 
been possible for someone in the 
house to take the baby out of 
the crib, as far as I know."' 


"You do not know. Colonel, nor 


can you put your finger, nor can 
anyone else — I will ask you 
though—you do not know at what 
exact moment the baby was taken 
out of the crib." 


"By sight no." 
Lindbergh was not allowed to 


answer a question as to whether 
he had ever heard that he himself 
had been marked for kidnaping. 
Reilly also wanted to know if he 
had shown himself at any of the 
windows on the night of March 
1 and if he had any indication the

•wires were tapped. 


Lindbergh didn't have. 


Questioned About Window. 
Reilly wanted to know if Bctty 


Gow. 
and the Whatelcys knew 


that the nursery window was not 
generally locked. The flier said

Hauptmann's defense was directed 
today against Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh. 


Edward J. Reilly, florid-faced 


chief defense counsel, said that 
after the famous flier had com- 
pleted his own testimony on the 
kidnaping and slaying of his son, 
he would be subjected to a re- 
lentless cross examination. 


"He has a great many answers 


we want," said Reilly. 


The prospects of the joust and 


of further tales of the celebrated 
crime, which the defense contends 
Lindbergh has been reluctant to 
tell, brought a deep stir of ex- 
citement on the third day of 
Hauptmann's trial for life. 


Townfolk and the hundreds of 


strangers, come to participate in 
the courtroom drama, were abroad 
early, 
talking tensely in 
the 


streets and congregating before 
the ancient Hunterdon county 
courthouse. 


Story Nearly Finished. 


The prosecution estimated that 


a half hour would be enough for 
the lanky aviator, with strands of 
grey creeping into his curly brown 
hair, to complete his immediate 
direct testimony. 


Reilly, however, announced he 


would keep Lindbergh on the 
stand all day, and longer if neces- 
sary, to hammer at the evidence 
already advanced. 


The defense decision to make 


Lindbergh the first target of its 
attack contrasted with the policy 
it pursued with his wife, the for- 
mer Anne Morrow, who left the 
stand unchallenged after she told 
her story of events on the night 
her son was kidnaped. 


The cross examination was to be 


the first encounter between the 
father and representatives of the 
man accused of killing his child— 
but not the last. Prosecutors' said 
they would recall Lindbergh to the 
stand several times in the chrono- 
logical presentation of their case. 


Another forthcoming state wit- 


ness, Dr. John F. Condon, was ex- 
pected in court to hear the Lind- 
bergh 
cross-examination. 
The 


prosecution will call later for 
"Jafsie's"' story of the ransom ne- 
gotiations. 


Clemency Offer. 


Dr. Condon, it became known 


from official sources, promised 
Hauptmann recently he would 
seek clemency from President 
Roosevelt if the Bronx carpenter 
would make a statement implicat- 
ing others in the crime. 


During the dramatic interview 


in the Hunterdon county jail, 
however, 
Hauptmann 
sat 
im- 


mobile. 


The rest of Lindbergh's direct 


testimony, Attorney General David 
T. Wilentz indicated, would be 
largely the oft told tale of the 
events immediately after the kid- 
naping and the receipt of ransom 
notes. 


Reilly 
planned 
to 
launch 


promptly his cross-examination, a 
weapon with which his colleagues 
say he is adept, to help prove his 
newly-disclosed 
contention that 


the crime was plotted in the Sour- 
land mountain home of the Lind- 
berghs, without the knowledge of 
the family. 


There appeared scant possibility 


that Betty Gow. the dark Scotch 
nurse of the slain 
child, 
would 


testify today. She was to have 
followed Mrs. Lindbergh on the 
stand yesterday, but she was so 
distraught after hearing her mis- 
tress' testimony that she was un- 
able to take the stand. 


The young mother for 45 min- 


utes told her story of her last day 
and night with her first born, and 
thougn her eyes gleamed as if 
dampened with tears, never did 
she lose her composure. 


No Cross Examination. 


Quickly, she ran through 
the 


story of how she and her hus- 
band realized their child had 
been stolen, how she sent out an 
appeal to the kidnaper to take 
care of the child, how she never 
saw him again. 


Reilly declined lo cross-exam- 


ine her, telling the court: "The 
grief of Mrs. Lindbergh requires 
no cross-examination/' 


Later, he said, "as a witness 


she told a splendid, sympathetic 
story. But it was not evidentiary. 
As a -woman, she is most charm- 
ing and admirable" 


The session today was expected 


to be the last this week. Supreme 
Court Justice Thomas W. Trench- 
ard.

Speaker Tells County 


Extension Workers 


Of New Aims. 


A changing emphasis in agri- 


cultural extension work to larger 
farm economic problems and larg- 
er groups of farm people in the 
future was vizualizcd here Friday 
morning when Dr. C. B. Smith, 
assistant director of the extension 
service in Washington, spoke be- 
fore the annual Nebraska exten- 
sion conference. 


Past objectives of increased ef- 


ficiency in farming, more of the 
national income for the 
farmer 


and the development 
of better 


farm homes will remain Dr. Smith 
said, but extension workers must 
concentrate more on economic 
problems. "If agriculture is to 
grow, extension must 
see 
the 


needs of farm people and help 
solve their problems," he declared. 


Bigger Load Forseen. 


"Much of the present emergen- 


cy work which has been thrown 
on the shoulders of the agricul- 
tural agent will probably become 
permanent and these men will be- 
come known as administrators but 
they still will have the job of 
teaching farm 
people improved 


practices," Dr. Smith said. "The 
nation has done more in the last 
two years to increase farm income 
than during the past 10 years." 


Miss 
Mary-Ellen Brown de- 


scribe the increased interest in 
extension work. Women in 91 out 
of the 93 Nebraska counties are 
now members of some clubs, she 
said. L. I. Frisbie, state club lead- 
er, outlined plans for 4-H club 
work in 1935 while G. E. Scheldt, 
Douglas county agent, and Gladys 
Woodward, home demonstration 
agent in Lancaster county, dis- 
cussed the use of 4-H county club 
committees. 


Plans for extension work in 


varying projects were discussed 
with the annual business meeting 
of the Nebraska County Agent's 
Association scheduled for Friday 
night. New officers will be elect- 
ed. James G. Adams, Lexington, 
heads the association now.
